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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the Office action falls to 
identify where in the prior art teaches or suggests any bearing disposed between a spur gear and a blast tube. This arguement is not 
persuasive because, as set forth in the Final Office action, dated 27 July 2006, Banks reference discloses a central tube (being the interior 
of the flange 220) and a bearing (366, 368, or 370) disposed between each of the spur gears and the central tube. Bank reference does 
not explicitly disclose that the central tube is also a blast tube for the motorized projectile vehicle. Bastian reference teaches a gearing 
mechanism for controlling the flight control surfaces of a missile, wherein the gearing mechanism is mounted on the exterior of the blast 
tube. Accordingly, when the gearing mechanism of Bank reference is mounted onto a blast tube, in stead of a central tube, in view of 
Bastian. the bearing (366, 368 or 370) would be disposed between each of the spur gears and the blast tube. 
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
